U of F Engineers Test 
New Bridge Construction 


A stronger, yet cheaper, meth- 
ed of construction of steel and 
concrete bridge is being tested 
by two University of Florida’ 
civil engineers. 

The State Road Department 
thinks so much of the new idea 
that they plan to use the new 
method for the first time in the 
construction of the 18,000-foot 
Tampa Bay Bridge. And the 
two engineers, Prof. Sterling 
Bugg and Dr. Charles E. Cutts, 
are so convinced that improve- 
ments can be made that they 
are continuing experiments . 

By the new method, concrete) 
is poured in rectangular beams 
around cable wrapped in build- 
ing paper. As the concrete 
hardens, it adheres to the paper 
and thus permits the cable to 
tun free. The two engineers 
have found that thé ultimate 
strength of steel cables in the 
new method is 200,000 pounds a 
square inch against 65,000 
bounds by loder methods. 

They say the new method 
permits the use of stronger, but 
steel. Less concrete is also

516 Million In Mortgages 
Recorded In Fla: Last Year 


A total of $516,430,000 -in 
Florida residential and com- 
mercial property mortgages of 
twenty-thousand dollars or less 
was recorded last year, 

This total was 4 per cent be- 
low the 1950 figure, reflecting, 
the Florida State Chamber of 
Commerce reports, the'effect of 
federal building restrictions. 
The national figure was up 5 
per cent 

The number of mortgages of 
this size recorded in Florida 
last year reached 88,326, down 
slightly from the 1950 record- 
ings. 

Dollar volumes of this type 
of mortgage business handled by 
the various original lenders are 
listed in this week's business 
review of the State Chamber's 
research and industrial division. 
Savings and loan associations 
loaned $136,346,000 of the year's 
total, an increase of 19 per cent 
over 1950. Individuals loaned 
$153,044,000, up 17 per cent, 
and commercial banks handled 
$45,043,000, likewise up 17 per 
cent. 

Insurance companies totaled 
$91,790,000, and all other types 
of lenders including govern- 
ment agencies $90,207,000, both 
down from 1950. 

Because the majority of these 
mortgages of $20,000 or less are 
secured by residential property,

The 16th Annual Report of; 
the Florida Industrial Commis- 
sion reveals the fact taht “cover-} 
ed employees’ under the Unem-| 
ployment  Conpensation law 
were paid wages totalling $959,- 
379,906.76 in 1951. By “cover- 
ed” is indicated only those 
workers who were employed 
by industries or firms employ- 
ing 8 or more persons. 
The tax derived from this 
payroll netted  $8,727,979.03 
which went into the reserve; 
trust fund to be paid out only 
to persons unemployed through 
no fault of their own. The total 
withdrawals from this fund was, 
$6,161,669. The total amount ial 
reserve in the fund December 
31, 1951, was $77,341,188.13. In- 
terest credited from U. S. Gov.| 
ernment securities, in which the| 
money was invested, amounted | 
to $1,615,580.49. 

Weekly payments are now 
minimum $5.00, maximum 
$20,00 weekly for’ a limit of 16; 
weeks. The average payments 
in 1951 were about $13.50, as 
during the year the maximum 
for unemployed persons was; 
$15.00 per week. The 1951
